A glance at the map of Hammels would indicate an ideal 
residential spot for New York City. Here the Rockaway 
Peninsula is narrowest; the Atlantic Ocean in front and 
Jamaica Bay at the back. The Long Island Railroad and Cross 
Bay Parkway make it accessible. But Hammels has not 
developed into a choice residential area. It is a district of 
boarding houses and bungalows — most of them old. Its 
permanent population actually decreased during the 1930's. 
It is one of the least important markets in Queens. However, 
during the warm weather, its rooming houses, bungalows, 
and apartments fill up. It takes on the appearance of an 
active summer resort. Stores which are closed most of the 
year open up for the summer trade and Rockaway Beach 
Boulevard becomes a busy summer shopping center.
